"The  Children’s  Hour,"  a 
powerful  adult  drama  written 
by  Lillian  Heilman  and  direct- 
ed by  Richard  Pond,  instructor 
of  dance  at  Avila,  will  open 
Goppert's  Spring  Season. 

Hinting  at  sexual  abnormal- 
ity, the  play  created  an  enthu- 
siasm among  many  theatre- 
goers in  1934  and  ran  for  691 
performances.  This  drama 
takes  place  in  a girl’s  boarding 
school  where  two  teachers 
are  accused  of  an  abnormal 
relationship.  While  the  ques- 
tion of  guilt  is  the  main  sus- 
pense of  the  play,  the  theme  is 
the  evil  destructiveness  of 
dishonesty  and  the  triumph 


of  truth. 

"It  is  a serious  adult  drama" 
said  David  Remer,  managing 
director  of  PAVA,  "serious 
because  it  deals  with  the  tragic 
consequences  of  a lie.  A mali- 
cious rumor  ends  up  in  the 
death  of  one  of  the  innocent 
school  teachers.  The  nature 
of  the  lie  involves  homosexu- 
ality, however,  the  play  itself 
is  not  about  homosexuality. 
The  play  is  set  at  the  turn  of 
the  century,  and  that  makes 
the  rumor  far  more  vicious 
than  it  would  be  today."

SIGI  assists  in  counseling  sewices 


What  is  SIGI?  Who  is  SIGI? 
Is  SIGI  the  sister  of  ZIGGY? 
Not  quite.  SIGI  (pronounced 
"SIGGIE")  is  the  new  career 
counseling  computeravail- 
able  through  the  Human  Re- 
sources Centre. 

SIGI  is  an  acronym  for  Sys- 
tem of  Interactive  Guidance 
and  Information.  Along  with 
careercounseling,  interest 
testing  and  occupational  in- 
formation available  in  the 
Human  Resources  Centre, 
SIGI  provides  one  more  ave- 
nue to  assist  students  with 
their  career  decisions 

"The  purposes  of  SIGI  are 
to  increase  students'  freedom 


of  choice,  develop  their  under- 
standing of  the  elements  in- 
volved in  choice,  and  to  im- 
prove their  competence  in  the 
process  of  making  informed 
and  rational  career  decisions," 
according  to  the  Educational 
Testing  Services  that  develop- 
ed SIGI 

SIGI  accomplishes  these 
tasks  through  its  five  subsys- 
tems: VALUES,  LOCATE, 

COMPARE,  PLANNING  and 
STRATEGY.  It  begins  with  an 
introduction  which  explains 
its  systems  and  asks  the  stu- 
dent, "Where  do  you  stand 
now  in  your  career  decision 
making?  What  help  do  you 


need?" 

The  VALUES  system  asks  a 
student  to  examine  10  occu- 
pational values  and  prioritize 
them.  The  student  identifies 
what  is  important  to  him  or  her 
in  an  occupation  and  what 
one  does  not  need. 

LOCATE,  the  second  sys- 
tem, allows  the  student  to  find 
out  which  occupations  meet 
one’s  top  five  values.  SIGI 
allows  a student  to  reevaluate 
or  reweigh  values  throughout 
the  program  so  one  may  gen- 
erate other  career  possibilities 
by  changing  the  hierarchy  of 
one's  values. 

In  COMPARE,  a student 


may  ask  questions  about  spe- 
cific occupations  to  determine 
if  they  are  still  feasible  and 
dispel  any  misconceptions 
one  may  have  about  a particu- 
lar area.  One  may  want  to 
know,  for  example,  what  the 
top  earning  possibilities  are 
for  a teacher  or  how  many 
women  are  employed  as 
chemists! 

Finally,  in  the  PLANNING 
and  STRATEGY  systems,  stu- 
dents may  acquire  information 
on  the  process  of  getting  into 
the  various  career  fields  that 
are  of  particular  interest  to 
them 

SIGI  is  updated  every  year 


so  the  information  is  as  up  to 
date  as  possible.  It  is  not 
magical  and  does  not  "tell  me 
what  I’m  supposed  to  be."  It 
can,  however,  provide  one 
more  tool  in  the  career  deci- 
sion making  process. 

Its  message  at  the  beginning 
of  the  program  clearly  says  it 
all:  "Give  a man  a fish  and  he 
has  a meal  Teach  him  to  fish 
and  he  has  meals  for  a life- 
time."

Linda  Bernskoetter  and 
Sondra  Raile  began  as  peer 
counselor  trainees  last  sem- 
ester and  are  continuing  their 
duties  as  peer  counselors  this 
spring.  Judy  Page  has  joined 
them  as  a peer  counselor  trai- 
nee this  semester.  According 
to  Mary  Jean  Costello,  more 


peer  counselor  trainees  are 
needed.  While  Linda,  Sondra 
and  Judy  are  receiving  credit 
through  the  business  intern- 
ship program,  it  is  not  neces- 
sary for  a student  to  be  a busi- 
ness major  to  participate. 
Working  in  the  Centre  might 
well  be  of  interest  to  students 
majoring  in  psychology  or 
anyone  whose  career  will  en- 
tail interacting  with  people. 
There  is  a possibility  that  in- 
ternships may  be  available 
through  additional  depart- 
ments. Students  may  also  par- 
ticipate on  a volunteer  basis.

Avila  looks  to  roll  Rockhurst; 
Druiy  on  Wednesday  night

Can  the  Avalanche  release 
its  full  strength  and  fury  on  the 
Hawks  this  Saturday  night? 
Or  will  the  "Rock"  bring  Avila's 
team  to  an  abrupt  halt? 

The  biggest  game  of  the 
year  thus  far  starts  at  7:45  in 
Mabee  Fieldhouse.  In  the  spot- 
light will  be  the  District  16's 
top  two  defenses. 

To  win  Saturday  night  Avila 
will  need  to  control  the  boards, 
something  they  were  unable 
to  do  in  the  first  meeting  of  the 
two  teams  earlier  in  the  sea- 
son. Rockhurst  won  the  battle 
of  the  boards  30-21  and  the 
Hawks  won  the  game  50-43. 

In  the  game  Avila  was  no- 
ticeably weakened  by  the 
absence  of  their  leading  re- 
bounder and  scorer,  Marvin 
Sellers.  Sellers  was  forced  to 
sit  on  the  bench  with  a knee 
injury. 

Strong  perimeter  shooting 
by  Ralph  Burton  and  Tom 
Bodenstab  gave  Avila  a 12-8 
lead  in  the  opening  minutes  of 
the  first  half.  Avila  lost  their 
lead  at  the6:23  mark  in  the  half 
when  they  missed  a shot  and 
Rockhurst  followed  with  a 
jump  shot  at  the  free  throw 
line. 

Avila  tied  the  game  two  more 
times  before  the  half  but  they 
were  unable  to  take  the  lead. 

Rockhurst  used  their  size 


advantage  in  the  second  half 
to  pull  in  front  30-21.  Chuck 
Allen  put  his  shooting  skills  on 
display  to  cut  the  lead  to  31-29. 
That  was  as  close  as  the  Ava- 
lanche came  the  rest  of  the 
way. 

Larry  Larkin  finished  the 
game  as  the  leading  rebound- 
er for  both  teams.  The  Avila 
senior  pulled  down  a total  of 
12  rebounds.  Chuck  Allen  led 
Avila  in  scoring  for  the  third 
straight  game  with  16  points. 

Against  Drury,  Allen  scored 
20  points.  It  was  not  enough 
however,  as  Avila  lost  68-52. 
Once  again  Avila  was  outre- 
bounded  without  Sellers  31-17. 

The  Avalanche’s  eighth  win 
this  season  came  against  the 
Evangel  Crusaders  78-66. 
Highlighting  the  game  was 
the  debut  of  Allen  in  an  Avila 
uniform.  The  senior  guard 
lived  up  to  his  previews  with 
24  points  in  the  game 

At  halftime  Avila  held  a 35- 
27  advantage  The  Crusaders 
then  marched  within  two  at 
43-41.  Allen  called  a halt  to 
their  march  by  stealing  the  ball 
three  straight  times  and  scor- 
ing after  each  steal.  Sellers 
widened  the  margin  with  two 
more  baskets. 

Marymount  sent  Avila  into 
the  Evangel  game  with  an  89- 
67  loss.  The  game,  played  as 


a pre-game  to  the  Kings,  saw 
an  unusual  number  of  things 
occur.  Among  them  was  a 
double  technical  foul  on  Mary- 
mount and  a 10-minute  span 
of  "romantic”  candlelit  bas- 
ketball when  most  of  the  lights 
at  Kemper  Arena  went  out. 

The  night  before  things 
went  no  better  for  Avila  as  the 
Ichabods  from  Washburn 
downed  Avila  56-46.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  semester  Wash- 
burn defeated  Avila  84-54. 

Larkin  led  Avila  to  their  first 
win  of  the  new  year  with  a 15- 
point.  14-rebound  perform- 
anceagainst  Harris-Stowe. 
The  Avalanche  won  67-41 

Free  throws  proved  to  be 
Avila's  undoing  when  they 
lost  to  UMKC  70-64.  Avila  was 
able  to  make  only  6 of  14  from 
the  line. 

At  this  point  in  the  season 
Avila  is  8-7.  Coach  Dennis 
Joyce  is  looking  for  the  team 
to  make  the  playoffs  again  this 
year 

Their  success  the  rest  of  the 
season  depends  on  several 
things  How  well  the  second 
semester  players  continue  to 
blend  in  with  the  team  and  the 
recovery  of  Sellers  and  Mike 
Mount  from  knee  injuries 
could  determine  the  playoff 
picture  for  the  Avalanche.

Success  proving  elusive 
for  Lady  Avalanche

Avila  will  be  looking  to  reach 
a summit  in  her  winding  trail 
this  Saturday  night  when  they 
host  the  Rockhurst  Hawkettes. 
The  5:00  game  will  be  a pre- 
lude to  the  men's  game  with 
Rockhurst  at  7:45. 

When  the  two  teams  met 
earlier  this  season  the  Hawk- 
ettes took  control  of  the  high 
road  and  won  the  game  66-51 . 

Darby  Chambers  scored  the 
first  basket  in  the  game  to 
give  Avila  a quick  lead.  From 
there  they  found  their  chosen 
path  lined  with  underbrush 
and  fallen  trees.  Midway 
through  the  half  they  were 
down  12-2. 

With  perseverance  and  de- 
termination they  cleared  their 
path  as  best  as  they  were  able, 
and  trod  on  in  their  quest.  A 
shot  by  Donna  Babich  with  2 
seconds  left  pulled  Avila  with- 
in 7 (34-27)  at  the  half. 

Chambers  continued  to 
blaze  the  trail  for  the  Lady 
Avalanche  in  the  second  half 
with  strong  outside  shooting 
and  rebounding.  In  the  end 
the  path  proved  to  be  too 
rough  for  the  team. 


Chambers  finished  the 
game  leading  both  teams  in 
scoring  and  rebounding  with 
20  points  and  10  rebounds. 

Prior  to  the  Rockhurst  game 
the  Lady  Avalanche  ran  into  a 
dead  end  when  Missouri  West- 
ern came  to  town.  The  nation's 
No.  8 ranked  team  in  the  NAIA 
poll  ran  by  Avila  76-36.  Joy 
Williams  led  Avila  in  scoring 
with  16  points. 

Against  Benedictine  the 
Lady  Avalanche  sighted  suc- 
cess, though  only  for  a mo- 
ment. Avila  lost  to  the  Ravens 
55-52.  Chambers  led  in  scor- 
ing with  18  pointsand  Williams 
led  in  the  rebounding  category 
with  10. 

Ottawa  defeated  Avila  69- 
47.  Ginger  Coldsnow  led  both 
teams  in  rebounding  with  15 
while  Chambers  led  in  scoring 
with  21  points.  The  halftime 
score  was  32-27  in  favor  of  the 
Braves. 

Avila  discovered  a well-lit 
path  when  Lincoln  University 
entered  Mabee  Fieldhouse.  A 
strong  defense  kept  Avila 
close  throughout  the  game. 
Just  when  it  looked  like  suc- 
cess might  be  within  their 
grasp,  she  eluded  them  once 
again . The  final  score  stood  at 
Lincoln  53,  Avila  49. 

In  the  game  Avila  was  dealt 
another  blow  when  freshman 
forward  Linda  Hall  suffered  a 
sprained  ankle.  At  the  time 
she  was  the  District  16's  sec- 
ond leading  rebounder  with 
an  average  of  12.2  a game. 
Coldsnow  is  leading  the  Dis- 
trict 16  rankings  in  rebounding 
with  an  average  of  over  14  a 
game.

What  "Rocky"  and  its  rela- 
tives never  showed  was  the 
pain  that  lasts  longer  than  the 
film  and  the  millions  of  dreams 
that  never  reach  maturity.
